Four years ego freedom in this nation was 
not a fact. True, slavery had been abolished by 
amendment of the Constitution ; the right to 
buy and sell humanity was denied and the priv- 
lege prohibited by law; but this was only @ step 
on the road of progress toliberty, the potent blow 
that was to strike loose the deadly embrace in 
which barbarism was enfolding the nation. 
This left the nation far still from its foundation 
principle which tolerates no tyranny, no gov- 
ernment without the consent of the governed, 
no taxation without representation. The year 
1869 gave the elective franchise to an emanci- 
pated raco, victims of oppression, beings to 
whom bad been denied every. right, in whose 
person bumanitr had been outraged and whose 
oppressors bad been rendered demoniac in their 
vain endeavor to overthrow the nation led on 
by destiny to proclaim freedom throughout the 


land. The abolition of slavery and the a¢-1. 


koow/edgment of the black man’s right to s 
voice in the government that controls the nation 
in which he lives have greatly ameliorated his 
condition, and during the past four years he 
has made progress as gratifying to his friends 
as confounding to hisenemies. Hampered and 
hedged ia by a prejudice, as insane as it is pow- 
erful, the black man the slave of a few years 
ago, with all the disadvantages and all the 
opposition that demouiac rage could invent 
and exert against him, has proven his manhood 
and claim to the respect of all friends of ha- 
manity. Former years have seen the black 
man liberated, enfranchised, elevated to seats 
in our halls of legislation, and filling diplomatic 
positions with credit.

To this end we invoke the aid of the Republi- 
can party now in power in this nation, the in- 
fluence of the nation’s Chief Magistrate, the 
President of the United States, whose impres- 
sive words in his Inaugural Address rendered 
important service in securing the ratification 
of the fifteenth amendment. Soon to conte

‘The colored voter demands 
from ali for whom he casts a vote from Presi- 
dent of the United States down, that they give 
of whatever influence or power they may have 
to assistance in the demolition of every barrier 
that blocks the way of their enjoyment of man- 
hood’s rights. If a full pardon is to be ex- 
tended to the rebels of the South by Congress, 
we demand of the Republican party in Cop- 
gress and of the Administration that justices be 
done to the black men who have ever beon 
loyal. We feel and know that the safety of 
the party in the Southern States requires the 
passage of just such a law as the Supplemen- 
tary Civil Rights Bill of Senator Sumnea's. The 
work has been well begun by the Hon. Caagtes 
Sumner in the Senate of the United States and 
will be carried out if the Administration and 
the Republican party are determined that the 
year 1872 shall see all races and all colors in 
this nation equal before the law.

The Bibie in School. 


It is strange how one of the fundamental 
principles on which our Republic is based, is 
often misconstrued and misiuterpreted., Al- 
thengh religious liberty is expressly guaranteed 
by the Constitution in terms incapable of 
equivocation and perversion, there will always 
be a tendency on the part of the majority to 
impose on the minority, if not their whole creed, 
at least the observance of its forms. The war, 
carried on for several months at Hunter’s 
Point, Long Island, offers a striking instance 
of that spirit of truly Popish tyranny. The 
case is very plain and simple. The Catholic 
inhabitants of the place objected to the reading 
of the Protestant Bible version, and the sing 
ing of Protestant hymns in the public school, 
and asked that the practice might be discon- 
tinued. When this was refused, they claimed 
liberty for their children to absent themselves 
from the religious exercises, but even this— 
certainly very reasonable and moderate de- 
mand—was denied by the Principal, Mr. Sie 
pero, who seems determined to set up as a 
spiritual authority. Thereupon ensued open 
resistance on the part of the children, who, in 
return, were expelled by the Principal. Lately, 
the Board of Trustees, in answer to a petition, j 
signed by a committee of citizens of one | 
Island city, issued a notice directing the dis- 
continuance of all religious exercises, such as 
Bible reading, praying, or singing of hymns 
during school hours, but granting the free use 
of the school building to all denominations 
alike, before and after school bours, for the 
purpose of euch religious instruction as they 
may choose to give. This arrangement, thor- 
oughly liberal and equally fair to all parties, 
was, however, repudiated by the School Com- 
missioners, who deny the right of the Trustees 
to dispose of the building, and have reinstated 
the former practice so obnoxious to the other 
party. This authoritative and arbitrary action 

has had its inevitable consequences. On both 
sides animosity and bitiernese have grown 
more intense, and a peaceable settlement is 
wore distant than ever 

We should like to kuow ou which right, bat 
that of the stronger, the Commissioners and 
Mr. Steserc base their assumption to compel 
unwilling dissenters to attend religious exer- 
cises according to the forme of a certain faith, 
snd to learn what qneer notions they entertain 
of religious liberty.
